BOMBS 
GALORE. 


BLOODY WORK PLANNED BY THE 
ANARCHISTS. 


Six L oad ed B om bs F o u n d in O ne 
o f th e C ells—T im ely S earch 
by th e Officers. 


IS T E d A l. DISPATCHES TO TH E RECORD-ONION. I 


C h ic a g o , November 6tli.—Tbe cells oí 
the seven condemned Anarchists in the 
county jail were searched to-day, and six 
loaded bombs were found hidden away in 
a wooden box which was concealed under 
a pile of newspapers in one corner of 
Lingg’s cell. Some time ago Sheriff Mat­ 
son decided to search and clean out the 
cells of the seven distinguished prisoners, 
and to-day was set for the examination. 
W ord was sent by the Sheriff to the friends 
of the condemned, saying that no adm it­ 
tance would be given to the jail, and this 
morning the entire force of Deputy Sheriffs 
reported at the jail for duty. 
It was shortly after 9:110 o’clock when 
Lingg and Engel were led from their cells 
to the “ consultation cage,” and the search 
begun. Engel’s cell was first entered and 
thoroughly explored, and 
the clothing 
hanging around the cell searched, but 
ceyond a few empty cigar boxes, some fruit, 
books and papers, nothing was found. 


LINGG BECOMES EXCITED. 
Then the Deputy Sheriffs entered’Lingg’s 
cell, while its former occupant planted 
him self in one corner of his temporary 
prison and watched them with eager eyes. 
He was as pale as death and trembled like 
an aspen leaf as the searchers moved 
around in the little stone-walled room. 
Suddenly two of the three men inside 
jum ped out to consider, while the third 
man held at arm's-length a small wooden 
box which he carefully carried to the jail 
office an d laid on Jailer Foltz’s desk. The 
box contained six pieces cf gas-pipe, each 
about six or seven inches in length, tilled 
with some heavy substance, and plugged 
at both ends. 
Jailer Foltz picked up one, 
which was closed at one end with a round 
iron stopper, and one of the officers pro­ 
nounced it 


A VERITABE DYNAMITE BOMB ■ 
Just then Sheriff Matson arrived at the 
jail and ordered that the dangerous weap­ 
ons be replaced in the box and sent to a 
chemist for analysis, though there was no 
doubt as to the result of the examination. 
Then search was continued, hut beyond 
a quantity of rubbish nothing was found. 
Then the cells of Fischer, Parsons, Spies, 
Schwab and Fielden were searched in the 
order named, but no contraband articles of 
any kind were found. 


THE CELLS CHANGED. 
It was decided, however, that it was best 
to change the cells, and accordingly four 
apartments on the lower tier were cleaned 
out. 
No. 11, which is directly in front of 
the entrance of the jail and between two 
rows of iron gratings—in which space three 
men are on guard night and day—was pre­ 
pared for Lingg’s reception, and there the 
bomb manufacturer was locked up. 
H e 
was given his bed, table, books and writing 
materials, but everything else was kept 
from him . H e immediately sat down and 
began to write, keeping so at work all dav 
until it was too dark to see. The others, 
with the exception of Schwab and Fielden’, 
were removed to new cells. 


WHY THE SEARCH WAS MADE. 
Sheriff M atson was seen on the subject 
during the afternoon. He was very reticent 
at first, but finally told of the affair. They 
had no reason, he said, to make this search 
at this particular time, it being simply a 
precautionary measure. 
Sanday was se­ 
lected as a quiet day, when the examina­ 
tion would make less disturbance than on 
a week day. 


NO MORE CHANCES TO BE TAKEN. 
Of course, in view of the developments 
of the search, the most stringent precau­ 
tionary measure w ill r.cw be taken. The 
prisoners will not be allowed to exercise as 
much as formerly, and the num ber of vis­ 
itors will be restricted. No one will be 
allowed to visit any of thecondemed in the 
cage, and if any interviews are granted it 
will 
be 
only to near 
relatives, 
and 
in 
the 
presence 
of 
the 
jail 
offi­ 
cial. 
No 
baskets 
cf 
victuals 
or 
fruits will be allowed to be sent, and no 
letters nor dispatches received or sent until 
they are carefully examined. 
A special 
man will watch each of the prisoners from 
this time forward. 
Outside of the great sensation of the day, 
things were quiet around the jail. There 
was an air of mystery all morning which 
was not explained before twelve o'clock, 
admittance was denied to everyone. Mrs. 
Schwab and Mrs. Engel brought over bas­ 
kets containing dinner for the prisoners 
and left them at the door. 
Lingg’s girl 
also came with a basket. 


EFFECT OF T n E DISCOVERY. 
The news of the finding of the bombs 
spread like wildfire, and a universal reac­ 
tion of the amnesty sentim ent was imme­ 
diately apparent. 
Hundreds of citizens 
who liad signed the petition for clemency 
regretted their action, aud wished they had 
never appended their names to the paper. 
Twenty of the officers of the central de­ 
tail were in the squad-room when a re­ 
porter entered and told them the news, 
instantly there was a storm of indignation. 
The bombs recalled to them the scenes of 
the Havmarket tragedy, and there was but 
one expression of comment on the subject. 
One Lieutenant sarcastically rem arked: 
“ Well, they ought to pardon" Lingg, any­ 
way.” 
The general opinion around the police 
station was that whatever might be the 
fate of the others Liugg’s doom was sealed, 
and he would have to go to the gallows. 
It is doubtful if the condemned men will 
longer he allowed the privilege of reading 
the daily papers. It was suggested to the 
Sheriff that the advertising columns might 
easily be utilized as a means of com­ 
munication in cipher between them and 
the outside. In all probability they will 
be deprived of their principal pleasure. 


G ENUINE BOM BS. 


T o bo Injured b y O ne o í th e M issiles 
M eant Sure D eath . 


C h ic a g o , November 6th.—The bombs 
found in Lingg’s cell were given to Captain 
Schaack, it appears. That officer this even­ 
ing reported that they appeared to have 
been designed for use by some of the con­ 
demned men for the destruction of every­ 
thing with which their¡ fragments might 
come in contact, as they were filled with 
lead, zinc, antimony, and similar composi­ 
tions, calculated to produce blood poison­ 
ing wherever a wound was made. On one 
end were fixed a cap and fuse, while the 
other end contained the projectiles that 
would fly out as from a rifle barrel. 


REAL CAUSE OF THE SEARCH. 
Late to-night another remarkable feature 
of the m atter come to light, which explains 
why the search of the cells happeneu to be 
made to day. If is asserted that late last 
night the death-watch in Murderers' row, 
where the condemned men were confined, 
heard groans coming from Engel's cell. 
Stepping to the door he saw Engel lying on 
his 
back, breathing 
stentoriously and 
groaning. The watchman called him by 
name, but could get no answer, and went 
into the cell only to discover that Engel 
was unconscious, apparently under the in­ 
fluence of some drug. 
The prison physician wa3 called, and he 
found Engel to be suffering from the effects 
ot some kind of poison. By strenuous exer­ 
tions and prompt dosing with emetic, he 
was brought around all right.

THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 
“I am surprised at your information,” 
said Attorney-General H unt, when the 
news was communicated to him .

It puts a different phase on the 
matter, so far as the opinion of a portion 
of the public is concerned, and at least 
shows that Lingg is as bad as he has been 
painted. So far as the public is concerned, 
the effect can only be to prejudice the 
minds of the masses against the condemned 
men. As to what effect it may have on the 
Governor, I, of course, can’t saw It should, 
as a matter of fact, have no effect, but a 
man must be more than hum an if he is not 
affected to some degree by such informa­ 
tion. At all events, it is a circumstance 
greatly to be regretted.”

SOCIALISTIC JE E R S. 


H ow th e N ew s W as R eceived at S ocial­ 
istic H ead q u arters. 


C h ic a g o , November 6th.—The news of 
the bomb discovery was received at the So­ 
cialistic political headquarters with jeers 
and laughter. Nearly all present declared 
that the bombs had been placed in the cell 
by the officials for the purpose of further­ 
ing the plot to “ m urder the imprisoned 
boys.” 
Mrs. Parsons, who was present, was ex­ 
ceedingly bitter in her sarcastic invectives 
against the authorities regarding the m at­ 
ter. She sneeringly suggested that Lingg’s 
girl had conveyed the bombs to him in her 
bustle, and thanked God that she (Mrs. 
Parsons) did not wear one, and could not 
be accused of complicity in the latest sen­ 
sation. 


OGLESBY’S O RDEA L. 


T he G overnor B e sieg ed by F le a s lor E x­ 
ecu tiv e C lem en cy. 


S p r i n g f i e l d (111.), November 6th.—Gov­ 
ernor Oglesby’s mail in the Anarchists’ 
case was larger this morning than ever be­ 
fore. Governor Oglesby this afternoon in­ 
formed an Associated Press representative 
that while there were m any demands that 
the sentence of death be carried out, the 
proportion ot requests for commutation 
were decidedly larger than on any previous 
day. 
“ As a m atter of fact,” said the Gov­ 
ernor. ‘‘pleas for clemency have always been 
somewhat greater than requests for non­ 
interference, but this m orning the propor­ 
tion was somewhat greater than usual. 
Delegations, I presume, will begin to come 
in to-morrow or next day, and when they 
do I propose to receive them all in the re­ 
ception-room at the Capitol. Everybody 
will be accorded a patient hearing, aud the 
case finally disposed of just as "all other 
cases of like character have been in the 
past.” 
Numerous telegrams have been received 
by the Governor during the day, most of 
them from Chicago. Their tenor cannot 
be learned, other than that one of them 
was from a prom inent Chicago capitalist, 
who favors Executive clemency. 
There is 
little doubt that the Governor is at this 
time receiving communications from an 
usually large num ber of moneyed men of 
the country, who recommend a comm uta­ 
tion of the sentences.

S p r i n g f i e l d (111.), November 6th.—It 
has just transpired that Governor Oglesby 
has w ithin the pa3t few days received sev­ 
eral communications threatening violence 
if he refuses to exercise Executive clem­ 
ency in behalf of the condemned A nar­ 
chists. This news only leaked out to-night 
but comes from a source that is considered 
most reliable. An anonymous letter dated 
from Chicago, is said to boldly threaten the 
Governor with death in case he permits 
the Anarchists to he hanged. Governor 
Oglesby endeavored to keep this news from 
reaching the ears of his family, as he de­ 
sires to spare them all alarm.

C h ic a g o , November 6th.—Attorney-Gen­ 
eral H unt was seen to-day by an Associated 
Press representative and asked his opinion 
as to the probable outcome of the petitions 
for clemency. 
“ I have no idea what the Governor will 
do,” said he. 
“ The only time I have seen 
him since roy return here was for a short 
time yesterday afternoon. He is, of course, 
considering the case and is considering it 
conscientiously. An enormous pressure is 
being brought upon him , and this will be­ 
come greater day by day from this time 
until the day of execution. As I have 
always expected, a peculiar sentim ent has 
begun to develop among a certain element 
as the final day approaches. 
The people, 
actuated almost wholly by feelings of sym­ 
pathy, are signing petition» for clemency. 
Many of them are signing them for the 
Anarchists just as they would sign them 
for any other unfortunates if the case were 
presented to them. It is simple a matter of 
sym pathy that is gradually working this 
change of sentim ent. 
Many peoplt, too, 
consider that 
DEC-B'ES of guilt 
Vary with these men, and that may be true 
to some extent. 
Anyhow, a feeling is 
broadcast that certain 'o f the condemned 
men were more guilty than the others. 
That belief is undoubtedly sffecting public 
sentim ent to some extent. On the other 
hand, there is no doubt that the refusal of 
some of the men to ask or accept commu­ 
tation of seuteuce has alienated much of 
the sym pathy that they woald otherwise 
have. 
“ Many of the communications and con­ 
solations received from incendiary socie­ 
ties and Anarchist circles abroad are vio­ 
lent in their denunciations of the Illinois 
Judiciary.

N e w Y o r k , November 6th.—Special.— 
This m orning's Tribune says : “ Evidence 
has multiplied within the last twenty-fonr 
hours of the purpose of the Democratic 
bosses and boodlers to make an extraordin­ 
ary effort to carry Tuesday’s election by 
fraud and corruption. Investigations by 
Commissioner Tainter, Inspector Williams 
and by detectives employed by the Citi- 
zensp.m u.i'tee have brought to light over 
2>,000 Names of person* believed to have 
been illegally registered. Several hundred 
warrants have been sworn out for service 
to-morrow. 
This system of registration has been ear­ 
ned into other cities, and the names of 120 
dead men have been found on the registra­ 
tion lists in one ward in Cohoes, while sim i­ 
lar frauds have been discovered in Albany 
and Troy. 
Early in the campaign the Republican 
State Committee sent a body of private de­ 
tectives into Rensselaer coiintv. They have 
been there ever since, all except two men, 
whose identity was discovered by the 
Democrats last week. 
These were ordered 
to leave the city or takp the consequences, 
which m eant death. They had, however, 
found out all that they desired to know 
about election frauds. 


THE TROY SCHEME. 
There is in Troy a gigantic scheme for 
voting in that city of organized gangs of re­ 
peaters from Albany, Cohoes. Mecanics- 
ville, Hoosic Falls, W hitehall and other 
towns. The scheme comes from the City 
Hall of Trov, and includes the keepers of

C alifornia L and C ases D ecid ed by th e In ­ 
terior D ep artm en t. 


W a s h in g t o n , November 5th —The Sec­ 
retary ot the Interior has modified the de­ 
cision of Commissioner Sparks in the case 
of Philip Blodgett vs. The Central Pacific 
Railroad, involving Blodgett’s right to en­ 
ter certain land in township 33 north, 
range 1 west, in the Shasta District, ad­ 
versely claimed by the railroad. In June, 
1885, Blodgett filled on the land, alleging 
that it was within the railroad’s limits, but 
excepted to withdrawals for its benefit. 
The application of Blodgett was finally re­ 
jected by a departmental decision. The 
Commissioner held that said departmental 
decision did not concludethe right of Blod­ 
gett to make an application for the land 
under a different law, and the Secretary 
thiuks Sparks’ conclusion is correct. 
Secretary Lamar says : 
“ It will not be 
necessary to pass u[>on the correctness of 
the Land Office decision in the Miller case, 
now pending in this department on appeal, 
for since tbe decision of the case at bar, 
the indem nity withdrawal for the benefit 
of the Central Pacific Company has been 
revoked and tbe lands have been restored 
to the public domain.” 
Blodgett’s applica­ 
tion is allowed to date from the time when, 
under the order of reversaticn, applications 
and filings could be received at local land 
offices.

W a s h in g t o n . November 6th.—Secretary 
Lamar lias affirmed the decision of the 
Commissioner of tbe J-and Office in the 
case of E. L. Wade vs. Christian Mier, in­ 
volving the title to lands in section 12, 
township 15 north, range 1 east, Marys­ 
ville District.

THE SEVEN ABE TO BE HANGED. 


Very jxwerful 
influences have been 
brought to bear upon Governor Oglesby of 
Illinois to save the Chicago I lay market 
murderers from the gallovrs. Though the 
case lias been carefully and fairly tried 
before a eoinjietent Court and a jury in­ 
telligent and in every way unexceptiona­ 
ble, certain influences are at work retrying 
the prisoners, and declaring them to be 
innocent—the victims of judicial haste 
and condemned upon testimony insufficient 
and unworthy. A surprising number of 
influential people who abhor Anarchism 
and execute 
murderers, 
signed 
me­ 
morials to the Governor praying him to 
sari ■ he condemned from hanging. 
All this was very surprising. Wucan only 
charitably assume that these people are 
opposed to capital punishment, and felt 
justified therefore in employing any ex­ 
cuse. uc h pf named, to prevent the execu­ 
tion. 
Our dispatches this morning disclose 
how ill placed has lieeu all sympathy for 
the condemned. 
Yesterday in the cell of 
one of the prisoners, Iflngg, was discov­ 
ered a batch of dynamite bom I is, with 
which unquestionably, it was the intention 
to blow up the Chicago jail and kill or 
mangle all its oecupants. 
While suing for 
pardon, and beseeching sympathy for the 
condemned, the friends of these wretched 
assassins have lieen plotting new murder. 
There was danger of the heinousness 
of the offense of the murderers being lost 
sight of. They did not oflend, as certain 
petitioners put it, against capital and 
property possessions, but against the safe­ 
guards of human life and rights. They 
murdered the servants of the jieople while 
discharging the lawful functions of peace 
officers. They killed these men because 
they were upholding the laws, command­ 
ing order, conserving the family relation, 
defending the right to own property and 
upholding the principles of democracy, all 
of which Anarchism condemns and seeks 
to break down, and for which end it justi­ 
fies assassination, arson and pillage. 
They have had no true conception of 
liberty, of the personal rights of human 
beings, the justice nnd righteousness of 
personal freedom that wrung MagnaChartn 
from John and confronted Charles with 
the bill of rights. 
They have not the 
capacity to lie good citizens, nor the men­ 
tality that would attach them to free in­ 
stitutions. 
Being assassins, they are fit 
only for the gallows. 
Wh v are the 1 lavmarket assassins to lie 
hanged ? 


In April, 18S6, strikes of great magni­ 
tude prevailed in the West. The An­ 
archists seized upon these occasions to in­ 
fluence working men, and to appeal to 
them to join in a crusade against life and 
property. Early in May, at a public gather­ 
ing in Chicago, Spies, a leadca of An­ 
archists, brutal, cold and calculating, ha­ 
rangued a multitude, urging it to march 
against certain factories and level them 
to the ground. The mob, in part, obeyed, 
and the assault began, when the police ap­ 
peared. The rioters assaulted them with 
stones, sticks, liars of iron, pistols and 
brick-bats; the police fired, dis]ierse<l the 
mob and killed three of the rioters and 
took several prisoners. 
The following day, May 4th, the An. 
archist papers of Chicago cried aloud for 
vengeance, declaring the men had been 
killed by capitalistic hirelings. 
The same 
day a mysterious circular was scattered 
ujion the streets, giving a secret signal to 
Anarchists to gather, demanding blood and 
life, and threatening the city with the 
torch and its people with the knife. About 
the same hour posters were put up for a 
mass-meeting at the Hay market, Randolph 
street, at 10 o’clock at night, to take steps 
to avenge the fallen rioters. It was clearly 
proved subsequently that the circular and 
posters emanated from Anarchist sections, 
and 
not from the workingmen or the 
strikers. The hour for the meeting hav­ 
ing arrived, Spies, Fielden and Parsons 
addressed it. They urged the people to 
burn and kill, and to march upon the 
houses of \\ abash and Michigan avenues 
and destroy them utterly. One of the 
speakers shouted over and over again: 
" W e address you ,is Socialists and rebels 
to the law anti its edicts!” 
In front and 
back of the speaker, were massed the pro- 
uounccd Anarchists, who shouted and ges­ 
ticulated wildly, and cried out to the ¡ieo- 
ple to burn and kill. 
Beyond this crowd 
of a few hundred, were spectators, moved 
by curiosity, and some working men, in­ 
flamed and misled by the appeals of the 
Anarchists. 
While 
Bielden 
was still 
shouting for blood, three platoonsof police, 
two of fifty each and one of eighty men, 
marched up, crossing very near to the 
wagon which served as a rostrum. The 
Captain in charge cried out, “ In the name 
of the State of Illinois, 1 command this 
crowd to disperse.” 
Ho had scarcely 
uttered the last word when from behind 
the wagon there was thrown a liomli with 
a burning fuse. 
It fell between the front 
and the middle platoon of officers and ex­ 
ploded just as it struck the ground, and 
twenty-nine human beings fell to the 
eartli killed or frightfully wounded. Then 
terror ruled the hour, shots from the crowd 
were fired at the police; the police, in turn, 
opened fire, as any men possessed of an 
ordinary sense of the right of self-defense 
would have done, and flie cowardly An­ 
archists turned and fled. 
The result of the explosion of the bomb 
was the instant death of officer began, the 
wounding of six others who died some time 
after, the mangling of eleven others so as 
«livable them for their lives, and the 
wounding more or less seriously of sixty 
others. The bomb it was proved was 
round, the mast explosive kind, was made 
of two semi-globes of iron, held together 
by bolt and nut, fitted with a fulminating 
cap and exploded by a projecting fuse. 
From the lxxlv of officer Murphy, who had 
fifteen shell wounds, enough of the Ixmib 
was taken to show it w ■ - ec.mpo.-ed of iron, 
tin, lead, zinc and antimony, and that it 
could have beer, constructed only by great 
skill and with much labor. 
It was proved 
tit at Ling.. who came to the country in 
1835, made such bombs, and showed them 
to several parties; tnat he bought dynamite 
tor them and that he made long or gaspipe 
bombs, and that at Anarchist meetings 
they were distributed: also, that he put 
such boml>s into trees to test them atnl 
split them from top to bottom of the 
trunks. 
Round bombs were found in 
Lingg’s trunk in his room and all the ma­ 
terials for their filling, 
ft was proved by 
several witnesses that he was filling bombs 
May -1th at the house of one Seliger. The 
same night he proposed to throw a Ixnnb 
into a-passing police wagon, hut his com­ 
panions prevailed upon him not to du it. 
The day of the m a ss a c re I.ingg kept Sel­ 
le r at work filling bombs, saying they 


would lie needed soon. The other prison- j 
ers were proved to lie associates and con- 1 
federates with I.ingg in this work, and to ; 
have furnished him means to make the 
bombs, while all of them preached the ase , 
of dynamite and the knife and torch and I 
the bomb against the police . nd militia. ' 
They had power as leaders of sections to 
call such meetings as that of May 4th ; to 
use the secret signal—that appeared that 
—to notify the conspirators to attend 
armed with lximbs and pistols, acids and 
other destructive agents. 
The plan was to demoralize the police 
by lionib explosion, disclose from secret 
hiding the riflemen of the Lehr and Wehr 
Verein, who were to fire into the police 
and put them to rout, and then, before 
there could lie any rally to capture the 
Desplaines street and other police stations, 
and terrorize the city by armed sections 
of Anarchists, and by fires to lie set in the 
central parts of the town. 
At the meeting the armed Anarchists 
were mainly gathered about the mouth of 
the alley back of the Haymarket whence 
the bomb 
was cast 
that 
killed the 
police. Just before the bomb was thrown, 
Fielden had shouted “lay hold on the law, 
throttle it until it makes its last kick, stall 
it, do everything you can to wound it.” 
It is a disputed point whether the Anar­ 
chists fired upon the police simultaneously 
with the throwing of the bomb or just 
aftei wards. 
The testimony shows two 
officers died of bullet wounds received from 
weapons dilferent from those used by the 
police force. 
It was proved that shots 
were fired from the sidewalk towards the 
police, and presumably by Anarchist con­ 
spirators ; a pistol was found under the 
wagon after the riot unlike those carried 
by the police, and the Anarchists around 
the wagon were seen by several witnesses 
to be holding pistols in tlieir hands. 
Schwab, one of the Anarchists, it was 
proved, passed the police station just be­ 
fore the killing, and saw the force coming 
as he went to the meeting. 
He ran on 
ahead and began to talk to Spies excitedly, 
and was heard to utter the word “police.” 
The Anarchist signal word “rulie,” was 
printed in 
the 
Arbeitcr 
Zeitun'j, the 
evening of the riot; it was printed in heavy 
type and underscored, and meant “rally 
armed.” 
i.ingg, Selinger, LLehmann, 
Sin id ike, Fielden, all armed, were proved 
to be moving about in the crowd the night 
of the killing, and on its outskirts, whisper­ 
ing and counseling. 
Groups of Anar­ 
chists were seen that evening gathered at 
comers of streets near by the Haymarket 


Mid 
Spies, Gryce, 
Fischer, Rau 
and 
Schwab visited them and went into the 
thickest of them, and the latter is the fel­ 
low who distributed the “ Revenge” circu­ 
lars. 


A great mass of indisputable evidence 
relating to meetings, bomb-making, se­ 
cret signals, appeals to murder and arson, 
and the distribution of bombs at Lipps’ 
and other halis, convinced the jurors that 
the seven condemned men conspired to 
make and distribute the bombs to be 
thrown at the Haymarket meeting, for the 
express purpose of killing and demoraliz­ 
ing the police, who were to be incited to 
attempt to disperse the meeting, by reason 
of the incendiary utterances of the speak­ 
ers and the noise made by the Anarchists. 
There Is in Illinois no distinction be­ 
tween principal and '(accessory, and the 
jury believing the seven men to be of the 
conspiracy and active participants in it, 
therefore found them gjuilty of murder. 
These 
are 
the 
ntsassins 
Governor 
Oglesby is asked to fescue from the gal­ 
lows. 
We have Lardy glanced at the 
facts connecting them with the Haymar­ 
ket assassination. 
Butt it must he under­ 
stood that the circuía,i.ant.ial and direct 
evidence relating tlienh to it criminally 
were overwhelming, to lay nothing of the 
confession of one of tie number and the 
after declarations of al, the prisoners of 
their satisfaction over? the killing of the 
officers. 


It is a horrible sort, of literature, but 
would enlighten the public much concern­ 
ing anarchism if we had space to publish 
even extracts from the qieeches and arti­ 
cles of Schwab, Parsons, Sp ies and Feilden, 
in which they preached murder and arson, 
and on the very day of the killing of the 
officers declared that “the passport to 
Eden is anarchy,” and that the duty of 
the Anarchist is to make themselves mas­ 
ters of dynamite, to anger the militiamen 
and police officers, aiming at their hearts 
with dagger, pistol or gun, to take their 
hireling lives, and to throw dynamite 
liombs into the streets and homes of the 
people until anarchy prevails, society is 
undone, and the State destroyed, when 
“the grand work of reorganizing with one 
grand, central body of direction,” can Ik? 
entered upon. 
It is seven such murderers as these 
apologizing for crime on the plea of politi­ 
cal and social revolution, who are to lie 
hanged on Friday next, if ultra-senti­ 
mental clergymen, cranky women, secret 
Anarchists, weak-kneed philanthropists, 
and cowardly politicians do not prevail 
u[xm Governor Oglesby to interrupt the 
process of the law.

down H to the gardens of Llewellyn Will­ 
iams, for the purpose of showing the guests 
the magnificent floral wealth at that place, 
chief of which is tiie splendid showing of 
cbristiutheiuu rus—the Mikado's flower, and 
one o! which kind of flowers all the Jap­ 
anese visitors wore on their arrival in this 
city. 
The drivo was then continued to 
Eighth, to F and the residence and fine 
grounds of Charles Crocker, to Seventh, to 
I. to Eleventh, to the State Capitol. 
Here all ltft their carriages and were 
escorted through the building and its 
chambers by Deputy Secretary ot State 
General Davidson. They were received in 
the Governor’s office, the Governor being 
absent, by 
his Private Secretary, Mr! 
Boruck. They were also welcomed by 
Controller Dunn and Superintendent (if 
General Instruction Ifoitt. General Da­ 
vidson presented each of ihe foreign visitors 
with an imprint, upon parchment paper 
blank commission of the Great Seal of 
State. The drive was then resumed to the 
Golden Eagle Hotel. 
Arriving there, twenty minutes were 
spent in the parlors, where the visitors 
were introduced to the Ilriaade and Re-i- 
mental officers. The entire party ihen

PUBLIC BUILDINGS AND PRISONS. 
On Friday, October 14th, the Grand Jury vis­ 
ited the County Jail and Court-house. We iound 
ueatne-s and order everywhere maintained, 
and a thorough system of management by the 
officers in charge of their respective depart­ 
ments. 
j 
We also visited the City Prison. As to the 
genera! management of the same heard no 
j complaints. We iound the prison in as good a 
1 condition as circumstances will allow, on ac­ 
count of the place and premises as now located. 
THE COUNTY HOSPITAL. 
On Saturday, October 15, 1887, we visited the 
Couuty Hospital, ami were received by Super­ 
intendent G. A. White. We arrived unheralded 
near the dinner hour, and had an opportunity 
to see the inmates at the table. Judging from 
the quality and quantity of the food provided 
for them there should be no complaint, in fact, 
many families of the laboring class, in both 
city and county, are not to well provided for as 
i our county poor. There ate nine large wards 
in the hospital for the patients and indigents, 
seven for males and two for females, all of 
which wc visited and thoroughly examined, 
and found to be clean and kept in a neat man­ 
ner. A new poreh-iloor lias been laid around the 
lower wards, and all the porches of the hospital, 
as well as the ante-rooms of the wards, have 
been newly painted this summer at no cost to 
the county, except ior materials, the work be­ 
ing done by hospital labor. 
Aucther and 
much-needed improvement recently made is a 
cement lloor in the cellar. The store-room, 
milk-rooo and butcher-shop have been rebuilt 
ou this cement floor, and now 
APPEAR NEAT AND TIDY, 
A great improvement over the old condition of 
things, wherein rat holes, rotten floors and bail 
«dors were the rule. The cost for laying said 
floor was $138 70. There was no cost except for 
lumber and material for reconstruction of store­ 
rooms. etc. Tlie out-biuldings are in a good 
state of preservation. 
The pest-house, which some of us visited, 
was louud to have been repaired and newly 
paiute i with metallic paint. 
The Shone Pneu­ 
matic system of drainage being in use at the 
Hospital continues to do its work perfectly. The 
drainage from the building is kept upon the 
county farm and can, by proper care, be made 
profitable as a fertilizing agent and for irriga­ 
tion. 
SOME STATISTICS. 
Number patients in Hospital, males, 142; fe­ 
males, 2); total, 162. November 1,1886, 1(8: ad­ 
mitted during 12 months ending October 31.1887, 
680; total, 838. Meals furnished applicants dur­ 
ing the year. 2,536. During the last three mouths 
there have been but few applicants for meals. 
Number deaths ending November 1,1887,61; dis­ 
missed, cured, relieved or sent to friends, 625; 
remaining October 31, 1887, 150; dailv aver­ 
age imiients, 147: employes, 12; total, 159; 
monthly cost for food, clothing, bedding, med­ 
icines. etc.. $1,333; monthly cost for salaries, 
$735. Total, $2,068. Per capita, patients, $14 07: 
per capita, patients and employes, $13. 
We inquired after the manner of receiving 
supplies and keeping accounts and find that the 
steward receives and weighs groceries, meats, 
bread and keeps account of same, while Super­ 
intendent White makes frequent inspections of 
all supplies and condemns and returns such ar­ 
ticles as are not furnished according to contract. 
The supplies on hand were examined and found 
ot good quality, and gave little room for criti­ 
cism. Sacramento county has a hospital of 
which our citizens should be justly proud. It 
should be well equipped and intelligently mau- 
aged in order to satisfy 
THE CHARITABLE INSTINCTS 
Of our enlightened people in the disbursements 
of the hospital fund. As in all public funds, 
earelul economy but not parsimony should be 
the rule. We are informed that no material re­ 
duction in the hospital expense can be made 
without crippling the usefulness of the institu­ 
tion, and we are not prepared to gainsay it, 
though something might be done bv refusing 
when possible, to admit to its privileges non­ 
residents of the county. There are now in the 
hospital patients belonging not only to other 
counties hut haliing from other States and Ter­ 
ritories. We would call the attention of the 
Hospital Committee to this matter. 
It is a 
great pleasure to us to say on leaving the hos­ 
pital we w ere of the opinion that it was being 
well managed, and, so far as we could judge, 
Dr. White, the Superintendent and Physician, 
was the right man in the right place. 
JURY CORRUPTIONS. 
r pon the charge of jury corruption we have 
examined many witnesses and investigated ns 
fully as possible. We find that the Hoard of 
Supervisors have not exercised dee care in 
making out jury1 lists, nor have they made out 
lists as required by law. Each Supervisor makes 
a list and files the same in the County Clerk’s 
office, and their several lists constitute tire jury 
list. These several lusts were cot examined aud 
passed upon as a whole by the Board, nor weie 
the names placed upon their minutes "or dupli­ 
cate copies kept by any member of the Board of 
Supervisors. We find on tiie list a number or 
names of exempt firemen and others exempt 
from jury duty, this causing much unuocessary 
expense. In the lists w e have examined 
WE KIND MANY EERORS, 
As follows: Names scratched out and others 
interlined. The names of some men appear from 
year to year on the jury lists for at least three 
years past. This, we think, has giveu cause to 
mspicma and distrust 
of 
the 
jury 
sys­ 
tem. 
In 
view 
of this fac’, 
we 
earn­ 
estly request the Boaol of Supervisors to 
exercise the greatest care in making out the 
jury lists as contemplated by the law; to enter 
names on the minute book, or retain a duplicate 
copy. In the multiplicity of evidence taken 
upon the charges of jury-fixing, there is not 
such evidence as to warrant us in making any 
direct or positive charge or charges, yet it is 
quite sufficient aud of sueli nature as to excite 
or create in our minds very strong suspicion that 
the e has been in the County Clerk’s office some 
improper manipulating or aiding in fixing ju­ 
ries. This office is oue of great trust and very 
important, and should be maintained above 
suspicion; henee, to that end, no oue should be 
placed in a responsible position or retained in 
this office whose official record is not clear, pure 
and untarnished. We therefore earnestly request 
the County Clerk, believing it to be in his inter­ 
est and to the interest of the Court, bar and 
general public, to remove immediately any 
deputv upon whom suspicion may rest, and ap­ 
point in his stead one at lckst whose official 
re ord is clear, and thus remove the suspicion 
and restore full confidence iu said office. The 
box iu which the jury lists are contained we 
find to be very old 
and 
very 
ins cure, 
and we recommend to the Board of Super-, i ors 
to procure a more secure iiox lor this purpose. 
We found upon examination of ihe Great 
Register that it contains 11,395 names, which is 
several thousand in actual excess above the 
votes in lids county. 
We therefore would 
recommend to the Board of Supervisors tliai be­ 
fore the next general election they have made a 
Register in the most approved style, for accom­ 
modation and accuracy. 
CRIMINAL CASES. 
We have investigated four cases, aad exam­ 
ined twenty-one witnesses in relation thereto, 
and the cases were dir posed of as follows: 
Found one true bill assault toiuurder; found one 
true bill for rape; found one true bill for abduc­ 
tion; one bill ignored. 
OFF.t EP.s’ It'JOKS AND ACCOUNTS. 
The Grand Jury examined the books oi the 
County Clerk, County Auditor and Recorder. 
County Treasurer, ¡Sheriff, Assessor, County 
Superintendent of Schools, Public Administra­ 
tor and District Attorney, aud found them kept 
in a neat and business-like manner, and were 
much pleased with the simplicity of the differ­ 
ent systems now iu use in these otlices, and were 
much gratified with the perfect uniformi y ex­ 
isting between them, thus rendering,we believe, 
the experting of these offices a comparatively 
easy task. 
COUNTY LICENSE COLLECTOR. 
This office we find ¡9 closely allied financially 
to the olfices of Couuty Auditor and County 
Treasurer—receiving ali its license blanks from 
the Auditor aud paying all its receipts to the 
Treasurer. You can at a glance determine the 
amount of business done, net only from the 
office itself, but from the County Treasurer or 
County Auditor. Thus again are we reminded 
of the completeness of the system, which is 
alike eommendabie to all concerned. 
SUPERINTENDENT OF PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 
We visited this gentleman in his office and 
were pleasautly received by him and who 
cheerfully laid before us the book in ase in his 
department and were given by him all the in­ 
formation in his power as to the workings in his 
office, which we highly commend. 
PUBLIC ADMINISTRATOR. 
We e x am in ed th e books o f the Public Admin- 
isiratOT a n d can cordially say th a t it is som e­ 
th in g th a t is a credit to th a t b ran ch o f th e 
oomiiy governm ent. 
In eases th a t com e u n d e r 
his control by looking in to th e liook you eau see 
at ouce how m u ch each deceased estate is v a l­ 
ued at, both in personal a n d real property, also 
th e disbursem ents, a n d to w hom p aid an d w h at 
for. 
TltE COUNTY CORONER. 
The book shown us in this office is kept in 
good shape, showing all deaths on which in­ 
quests are held, cause of death, place of same, 
disposition of remains, etc.; all expenses of 
conducting the same being shown. 
THE DISTRICT ATTORNEY. 
In this office the books show amount of delin­ 
quent taxes; also, when collected and amount’ 
also to whom paid; for which he holds receipts. 
< ITY SUPERINTENDENT OF PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 
This office is conveniently located and com­ 
modious and well regulated and neat. All 
clencal work is done neatly and in a business­ 
like manner. 
The onty money received is 
from non-resident pupils, which is paid into 
the City Treasury. 
CLERK of The water-work». 
A careful investigation ot this office shows 
that for years preceding the beginning of the 
present fiscal year, 1887, tue books and affairs of 
this department have beeu kept in a very loose 
and unsatisfactory manner, to say the least, to 
the great detriment aud heavy financial loss to 
the city. Such an extremely loose and un­ 
checked system has prevailed that the office has 
afforded an unrestricted avenne for peculation 
by unscrupulous clerks, though manipula­ 
ted in such a manner that some were 
passed upon as being "correct,’’ etc. From in­ 
spection it was impossible to form any idea of 
the amount of revenue the city should have re­ 
ceived tram the sale of water until after the 


Clerk had made his final report, a situation to 
be greatly deplored. At the beginning of the 
present term, 1887, the situation has been com­ 
pletely changed, and in such a manner and sys­ 
tem as to reflect great credit upon the present 
administration of the citv government, as well 
as to the present Clerk, V. J. Gregory, in reor­ 
ganizing and regulating the details of this de­ 
partment. so that it at present forms an absolute 
check ujara all parties concerned iu either the 
manipulation of the city finances in that de­ 
partment, or in the use of city water. Full and 
accurate accounts arc kept with each partv us­ 
ing the city water, same are posted (stubs) daily, 
showing the rate, time and amount paid with 
number and series of receipt given, while all 
cash transactions are balanced daily. The sys­ 
tem is complete and satisfactory, and gives full 
protection to the city and water-tnkers alike, 
" ’“ Jle it is so systematically arranged that it 
will afford anyone the means of knowing what 
the city s resources lrom the sale of water 
should be before the beginning of the fiscal year, 
and in a few moments’ inspection. The result 
demonstrates the fact that this year’s revenue 
from the-sale of water will exceed that of last 
year by fully $20,000, a remarkable and most 
Satisfactory showing, with sure evidence of a 
greater increase the coming year. If all de 
partmeuts of the city would snow a correpond- 
mg proportion of improvement, 
the result 
would prove that our city has ample resources 
wherewith to manipulate public affairs, and en­ 
courage necessary improvements w ithout caus­ 
ing our citizens to look upon them as a burden. 
CITY AUDITOR. 
In this office we can say but little, and that is, 
uhat so far as we saw and could judge it 
was carried on and the business attended to iu 
a satisfactory manner. 
CITY COLLECTOR. 
*n tills office, for the amoirat of business done, 
j , 
books than any other we have visited 
and they are kept iu a very neat and business­ 
like manner, and have no fault to find iu any 
way in regard to the management or running of 
th.s office. It is noticeable that very iew ac­ 
count» are not paid up to January, 1888, and we 
cannot but tliiuk it commendable. 
COUNTY ROADS. 
W h e r e a s, As by reason of our long dry seasons 


the courtesy and promptness with which thee 
have at all times responded to onr demands.

Rcsolecd, We would recommend to the Super­ 
visors that they have the county Court-house 
painted, whitened aDd cleaned. 
Retailed, That our efficient and worthy Secre­ 
tary be allowed $2 per day additional to his feta 
as a Grand Juror. 
Resolved, That the Board of Fire Commission­ 
ers be recommended to place the relief engine 
iu the hose house at Nineteenth and L streets, 
with an adequate force of men.

LOCAL BREVITIES. 


highways during the summer mouths become 
exceedingly dusty and cut up, thereby entail­ 
ing considerable expense upon the countv to 
keep said highways iu repair, and therefore", in 
our judgment, it would be a matter of public 
economy aud benefit to have said roads sprin­ 
kled during the summer months. Therefore, 
we, the Grand Jury, hereby recommend that 
the Board of Supervisors of this country pro­ 
vide such fuud or means whereby the main 
roads and thoroughfares leading to and from 
the city a distance of about ten miies mav be 
sprinkled during the summer mouths. 
" 
LEVEES. 
We, the Grand Jury, as a body thoroughly ex­ 
amined the levees, making a complete tour of 
the city. In our investigations we found the 
levees in a general good condition; but for the 
future safety of ihe city we recommend a small 
tax be levied annually for strengthening them. 
We believe the levees should be wide enough 
on top for a roadway, so that thcv could be 
more carefully watched. 
DRAINAGE CANAL. 
We found the drainage canal on Twenty-first 
and Y streets, and from Kighteenth and R 
streets, to be the receptacle of all the garbage 
and filth of the neighborhood, making it not 
only offensive to the senses, but obnoxious aud 
injurious to the health, aud we recommend that 
they be covered. The city drainage canal not 
having sufficient fall, is a nuisance, and should 
be abated, and we recommend that the city 
make arrangement» to pump the sewage iuto 
the Sacramento river. 
CITV AND COUNTY LICENSES. 
It being a well-known and indisputable fact 
that much crime arises and is fostered bv per­ 
mitting the sale of intoxicating liquors in 
houses of ill fame and other disreputable places, 
we, the Grand Jury, recommend to the Board of 
Supervisors aud to the Board of Trustees of this 
city that the existing ordinances be so amended 
as to prevent in future the issuance of any li­ 
cense to sell intoxicating dr.nks iu such places 
within the limits of Sacramento county and 
city. 
CITY POLICE. 
Upon the streets and in the daily papers of 
this city frequent ami numerous charges have 
been made against the management of the Po­ 
lice Department. The charges are too numer­ 
ous to mention, and 11 true,'the department is 
not only demoralized, but also miserably cor­ 
rupt. When the good citizens are called upon 
to come before this body and aid us in investi­ 
gating such charges we find but little disposi­ 
tion on their part to do so. While we may feel 
that many of the charges are well-founded, vet 
we have not been able to obtain evidence to 
warrant us in saying positively that thev are 
true. Evidence has been given before us’that 
Chinese gamblers and others of like ilk have 
acknowledged paying a monthly stipend for the 
privilege of plying their artful vocation, but to 
whom paid we have not been able to ascertain. 
We are morally certain that 
THE I.AW IS DAILY VIOLATED 
By the ruuuiug of certain unlawful games; that 
during the State Fair there was the most open 
and notorious violation of law by the running 
of every conceivable game known to the fra­ 
ternity. We are morally certain that lottery 
tickets are sold In certain cigar stores and uijon 
the streets, yet the police say: “ Of my own 
knowledge I know nothing of such things ex­ 
isting.” 
The Chief of Police is responsible for his sub­ 
ordinates. aud. iu view of many facts before us, 
we cannot bestow praise upon "him for not fer­ 
reting out such violation of the law. We would 
recommend that the rule regulating the police 
force—as to congregating in saloons, houses of 
prostitution, etc.—be most strictly enforced. 
We would also reeommend tliat the Chief of 
Police, in view of his oath of office, do his dutv, 
his whole datv 
Then will the press and tile 
people cheerfully sustain him. 
CITV FIRE DEPARTMENT. 
The proper management of this department 
of the city of Sacramento is a matter of the ut­ 
most importauce. Its efficiency aud its free­ 
dom from all influences which may impair in­ 
dependence and usefulness should De guarded 
wilh constant vigilance. 
In the law establish­ 
ing the department particular pains were taken 
to separate it from the possibility of being made 
use of to advance political or personal ends, or 
to proscribe or reward any per.-ou on account of 
personal or political motives. This law requires 
that before entering upon the discharge of the 
duties of his office, each Commissioner ap­ 
pointed or elected under the the provisions of 
this Act, shall take an oath of office, and shall 
also take a solemn oa’h or atlirmation that he 
will neither appoint nor remove an officer or 
member of the Fire Department, constituted by 
this Act 
BY REASON OF POLITICS, 
But solely on account of fitness or unfituess, 
each of said oaths to be in writing and to be 
filed with the City Auditor. 
This oatli is the fundamental principle of this 
law, and upon its faithful observance depends 
the value of the Fire Department as a separate 
institution of the government of the eity. 
From 
an investigation of the management of iis af­ 
fairs, among other things calling for censure, 
there appears recently to have been upon tlie 
part of a majority of the Board of Commission­ 
ers a str. uge forgetfulness or a reckless dL-re- 
gard of the obligations imposed by tlie oath 
referred to. In the latter part oi Beptember the 
Board of Eire Commissioners was composed ot 
John T. Griffitts. John Weil arid John F. slater, 
w ith George F. Jackson as Secretary. The law 
under which the Department is organized, In­ 
vests the Board with tlie power to remove offi­ 
cers without making specific charms, except In 
the case of Cum! r-ugiueer aad Assistant chief 
Engineer, but the exercise of 
this power is strictly limited 
By the terms of the oatli above mentioned. Tlie 
power, therefore, docs not exist except when 
ihe removal is for ineapaci’y, or, as the law ex 
presses it, for unfitness, and the exercise of the 
power tor a (>olitical reason is also an iliegal act. 
The Fire Department of the city is ia a b a d l- 
demoralized condition. This important branch 
of the public service has not been conducted 
upou ordinary business principles, aud needs a 
thorough reconstruction. 
We have examined 
various charges and dismissed them, all the tes­ 
timony being so conflicting on both sides. We 
learn that more than a year since a contract had 
been entered Into with the Richmond l ire 
Alarm Company to reconstruct the fire alarm 
apparatus, aud that in contemplation of that 
object a large number of poles have been pur­ 
chased by the Department, very lew of which 
have t>oen used, aud there is now much insu- 
ated wire iu the corporation yard, of which 
NO ONE KNOWS 
Why it is there, or who it l>elongs to. No min­ 
utes of the contract appears iu the record-book. 
No copy ol it is in possessionof the Department, 
nor can any of the present or past Commission­ 
ers explain the matter. During our investiga­ 
tion oi this department we sent for some of the 
vouchers, but, although they were in their ac­ 
customed place two months ago. when we 
wished to get ihcm they were gone. They had 
been carelessly lqft in an old locker, or closet, 
to which a number of persons had access, and 
though we examined a number of witnesses, 
we have been unable to locate upon anv person 
the responsibility of their removal. We eon- 
demn such b’isiuess methods, and recommend 
that the Commissioners immediately purchase 
a safe for the use of the Department, place it in 
charge of the Secretary alone, and make that 
officer responsible for its contents. The com­ 
mittee examined carefully all of the engine- 
houses. engines, horses, harness and h«se carts; 
also the fire-alarm system. We found the men 
in charge competent and intelligent. The en­ 
gine-houses were in as good condition as we ex­ 
pected. We find that the horse at Nineteenth 
and I, streets is not fit for that service. We find 
this home neater and cleaner and in better con­ 
dition than any other, and commend the par­ 
ties in charge for their faithfulness. We recom­ 
mend that the entire apparatus be at once 
placed in good repair. We find (he books of 
the several foremen kept in a systematic way. 
PUBLIC SCHOOLS, CITY AND COUNTY. 
The public schools of both city aud county 
are in a healthy and flourishing condition, and 
reflect great credit upon the superintendents 
and teachers in charge of tbc various schools, 
ih e bitildiugs are- neatly kept, in good repair 
and well furnished, and Sacramento countv and 
city have reason to be proud of their public 
schools. 
city assessor. 
We have examnied this office, and must say 
that, iu our opinion, it is not a fit place for the 
keeping of the valuable books, papers an.l other 
valuables of which he is tlie custodian, and 
would recommend that a suitable place be 
furnished. 
EXPERTS REPORT ON COUNTY BOOKS. 
We have examined the report of the last ex- 
I>ort appointed by the last Board of Supervisors, 
and find the same neat and concise and show­ 
ing the money transactions of the various offi­ 
cers. The report is satisfactory, except some 
clerical errors, which have been satislaitorily 
explained to us. The report not being filed un­ 
til July, we would recommend that the Board 
of Supervisors require greater promptness in 
completing the experting. We would recom­ 
mend that the Board of Supervisors appoint an 
expert, in the future, at least thirty days before 
the Grand Jury is drawn, to immediately enter 
upon his duties, aud thus materially assist the 
Grand J ury Iij its labors.

IHRIGATION IS COLUSA C0U5TT. 


O rla n d , W illo w s a n d C olusa D e le g a tio n s 
D iscu ss th is I m p o r ta n t Q u estio n . 
Eds. Record-Union ; Some weeks since 
the land-holders on the north side of Stony 
creek petitioned the Board of Supervisors 
for an irrigation district including their 
lands, and the Board considering the same 
favorably, an election was ordered. As the 
subject of irrigation and the formation of 
districts is not so well understood in this 
section as in Southern California, it is in 
order to explain that it is necessary in the 
formation of a district that the question be 
submitted to the voters of the district peti­ 
tioned for, and can only be declared in the 
affirmative on receiving a two-thirds ma­ 
jority of ali votes cast. 
The district above mentioned was the 
first petitioned for in Northern California, 
and while the priiue-movers felt that the 
masses had not been educated to the full 
appreciation of the advantages to be de­ 
rived, they felt sanguine as to tho result, as 
there was no open opposition, yet when 
the vote was polled they fouud themselves 
surprised by the fact that they had just 
carried their point by the “ skin of tneir 
teeth.” 
This district embraces about 15,000 acres, 
and the funds necessary for the water sup­ 
ply were guaranteed by the bonding of the 
included lauds for $2 per acre. The sup­ 
ply will be taken from Stony creek, which 
will be tapped about four titiles above Or­ 
land. 
Following the same general idea, the 
south-side holders canvassed a territory of 
25,000 acres, and finding a requisite two- 
thirds of the voters clearly in favor of it, 
they petitioned the Board, asking that á 
district be formed, and the same comes up 
for hearing at Colusa to-day. 
On Saturday last these petitioners held a 
meeting at Orland and were visited bv a 
delegation from Colusa, headed by W ill S. 
Green, and one from Willows, led by F. G. 
Crawford. All present were enthusiastic 
advocates of irrigation, and the visiting del­ 
egations advocated that the Orland peti­ 
tioners abandon their present scheme and 
join them in an application for an immense 
district, to include the towns of Orland, 
Germantown and Willows and adjacent 
territory to the amount of 100,000 acres. 
The general plan was to build storage dams 
in the foothills and at the head of Stony 
creek, competent engineering authority as­ 
serting that a reasonable outlay would guar­ 
antee the necessary supply. 
After a general harmonious discussion of 
the question the visiting delegations with­ 
drew, leaving the petitioners to consult as 
to what action they would take on the re­ 
quest to abandon their application. The 
Orland people expressed themselves as 
desirous of including all the land possible 
in the scheme, but recollecting the narrow 
margin by which the district on the north 
side carried, and doubting ability to secure 
the requisite two-thirds indorsement of the 
voters of so large a district at the present 
time, they decided to push theii present 
application, and expressed themselves as 
ready to welcome at any time any additions 
to their district that may be asked for. 
Thus on the line of the California North­ 
ern is beginning to show the spirit of enter­ 
prise and push that has made the Fresno, 
and the southern counties so famous. With 
the natural superior productiveness of the 
soil it is only a matter of a short time when 
the fame of this section shall rank second 
to none. Let the enterprising work go on.
